man to L. V. Bell for a reported price of $11,000, has 
a fall brother to the winner of the Belle Meade 
Stakes, Ocean, Omninm and Oriental handicaps, 
which, from the high form he showed in his trials 
last fall as a yearling, gives every indication of 
making even a snperior horse to his sensational 
brother. Unlike Colonel Bill, which is brown in 
color, this two-year-old is a chestnut, seemingly 
having bred back to bis grandsire. Prince Charlie, 
as both his sire and dam are an opposite color. 

Entries to the stakes to be raced for at the spring 
meeting of the Uatonia Jockey Club are all in. 
The events have filled remarkably well, and the 
management is rightfully gratified at the class of 
the material which will make the racing. There is 
a very healthy increase in the number of nomina- 
tions as compared to the very excellent list of last 
year, and a wonderful showing over the meeting 
prior to that of 1901.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The formal lease of the course at Bennings to the 
Westchester Racing Association simply means that 
the course will be under the direction of that 
association while preserving the name and ofiScials 
which have made it popular in the District of 
Columbia and with a view to increasing its useful- 
ness in the ra'^ing world. 

The Washington Jockey Club, having a floating 
debt and also a mortgage on its property, and 
being unable to pay for the same, made an arrange- 
ment with August Belmont by which Mr. Belmont 
was to pay off all indebtedness, to pay each share- 
holder full par value of his stock and to take in re- 
turn the property of the Washington Jockey Club. 

A new organization was then formed, with a 
capitalization of $200,400. The stock of this organ- 
ization, practically owned by Mr. Belmont, was 
bought by the Westchester Racing Association, 
except such shares as former shareholders had 
preferred to take. Tre Washington Jockey Club 
then leased its property to the Westchester Racing 
Association for the term of twenty years on a guar- 
anteed payment of interest on the stock. The or- 
ganization, therefore, is simply the Washington 
Jockey Club of the District of Columbia, with the 
same officials a" l.eret' fere, but the controlling in- 
terest is in the hands of the Westchester Racing 
Association. 

This was done in order that the property might 
not be hampered with any debts, that the stock- 
holders might be assured a good return on their 
stock and that the Washington Jockey Club, 
backed by an organization of the importance of 
the W’estchoster Racing Association, could be in a 
position to hold racing meetings of more import- 
ance, giving better stakes and prizes.

From a 
business standpoint it is considered by tnrf experts 
most nnfortunate that a racer of Yolodyovaki’s 
admitted high class as a three-year-old should have 
gone through his four-year-old career without hav- 
ing earned at least one bracket, bnt such was his 
destiny.

H. M. Ziegler, the Cincinnati theatrical manager 
and tnrlman, has offered John Welch, Spring Sta- 
tion, Ky., $3,3CO for the chostnnt two-year-old colt 
by The Commoner- Rosa Masso, by Rossington. 
Welch asks $7,000. This colt was a sensational 
yearling last fall, working a quarter in 224 seconds. 
He is now in Dan O’Brien’s stable at the Kentucky 
Association track, having been shipped there sev- 
eral days ago. He has many valuable engagements. 

Steps have been taken to throw the Kenilworth 
racetrack, owned by the Buffalo Racing Associa- 
tion, into bankruptcy. An official document has 
been filed in the supreme court by a majority of the 
directors of the association setting forth that the 
stock, effects and other property of the corporation 
are not sufficient to afford a reasonable security to 
those who may deal with it, and that it will be 
beneficial to the interests of the stockholders and 
creditors that the same be dissolved. All persons 
interested in the corporation are called upon to 
show cause why the corporation should not be dis- 
solved. Vv'hether, as a result of this action, the 
debts to horsemen and officials, as well as to the 
Jockey Club, will thus be wiped out, is a mnch dis- 
cussed qnestion. It is the second time in abunt 
five years that owners of horses have been disap- 
pointed in the matter of prompt and full payment 
of purses and stakes by racing asiociations in or 
about Buffalo, and it is beginning to become tire- 
some to them, they <leclare.

Some eastern owner, whose name was not made 
known, has his eye on Ed Trotter’s big sprinter, 
Scorpio.
